Charles Wagner Says

Rifle ‘Was Discharged 


Accidentally, Causing Death of Roy Wil- 


at Prospect Hill. 


Charles Wagner, 7 years old, admitted 
to Coroner Bopp of St. Louis County 
Wednesday that he fired the shot which 
killed his cousin and playmate, Roy Ww. 
Wilcox, 7, of 1406 Monroe street, at the 
home of William Wagner in Prospect 
Hill last Friday night. 

Up to the time of the child’s confession 
the death had been a mystery, and it 
was thought that the small bullet,. which 
pierced the boy’s heart, might have been 
fired by someone passing the house. 

The Coroner went to the Wagner home 
Tuesday and questioned little Charles, 
who wept so that he could not talk. 
Wednesday, when the questions were re- 
peated, the child grew calmer, and said 
he and Roy Wilcox had been playing 
with a rifle and that he, Charles, was 
holding it when it was discharged acci- 
dentally. 


—— rifle was the one which was 


found in an adjoining room, and about 
which members of the Wagner family 
were questioned. They testified they 
did not think it could have been the 
weapon with which Roy Wilcox was 
shot. 


Because of the age of the Wagner 
boy, it is not believed any action will 
be taken by the authorities. 


Roy Wilcox’s parents have been liv- 
ing apart, because of the places aad 
times of their employment, and the boy 
lived with his grandmother in St. Louls. 
It was his grandmother’s custom to 
take him to the Wagner home nearly 
every Friday, to stay in the country 
over Sunday. He and Charles had been 
playing together, when he screamed, 
ran into the kitchen and fell dying on 
the floor. Charles took the rifle to the 
next room and said at that time that 
he did not know what had happened tv 
Roy.

Eludes Police at House Where 
She Has Directed Raids on 
Buckingham Palace. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 10.—Mrs. Emmeline 


Pankhurst, militant suffragette leader, 
again last night evaded the police, 
who were closely watching the house in 
Grosvenor square from which she re- 
cently had been conducting the cam- 
paign against the peace of members of 


the royal family at Buckingham Palace 
@nd other places. Her plan of escape 
is said by the police to have been 
“cleverly conceived,” although the de- 
tails were not made public. The in- 
genuity of the women and their abil- 
ity to circumvent the trained brains of 
Scotland Yard whenever circumstances 
demand a real contest of wits are caus- 
ing anxiety at police headquarters. 

The raid on the offices of the Wom- 
an's Sécial and Political Union, yester- 
day, like the one early in May, did not 
produce the results expected by the 
police, The documents seized revealed 
few names of public interest. 

Chief Inspector James McBrien said 
today that the published report of the 
disclosure during the raid that members 
of the royal family, including the Prince 
of Wales, had contributed to the funds 
of the militant suffragettes was abso- 
lutely g oundless. 


Suffragette Whe Destroyed Picture 
Shrieks at Hearing. 
BIRMINGHAM, England, June 0— 
Miss Bertha Ryland, suffragette, who 
yesterday déstroyed with a butcher's 
cleaver George Romney’s “Portrait of a 
Boy,”’ in the Birmingham Art Gallery. 
Was today committed for trial. At the 
hearing she shrieked uncéasingly and 
quoted Scripture She used the text 
“I came not to send peace, but a 
sword,” as justification for her act and 
She declared that the militants were 
“working with divine geisanes for pur- 
ity and righteousness.”’ “No sur- 
render” was her parting cry as she 
went to the cells.

PRAISE FOR INSTRUMENT 


Judson King of. Washington, D. 
C., Sweeps Aside All Objec- 
tions of Charter Foe. 


Fishing for campaign material to he 
used against the proposed new city 
charter, Sheridan Webster, secretary of 
the People’s League, sent his objections 
te it to Judson King, executive secre- 
tary of the National Popular Govern 
ment League at Washington and so- 
licited King’s indorsement of them. In- 
stead of receiving a letter condemning 
the charter, such as he awaited, Web- 
ster received from King a, letter strong- 
ly indorsing the charter and advising 
him to support it. 

The National Popular Government 
League is a strong organization, headed 
by United States Senator Owen of Okla- 
homa, for the promulgation of direct 
legtwlation. King received a let€er from 
Percy Werner; 
Club, asking his opinion om the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall features of 
the new cHarter about the time that the 
letter from Webster was received. 

Copy of Letter to Webster. 

In replying to Werner's letter, King 
sent Werner a copy of the letter he had 
written to Webster. Werner sent the 
letter to the charter Campaign Commit- 
tee, which made it public. 

“You asked me,” King said in his 
reply to Webster, ‘ff I have expressed 
myself in favor of the new charter; 
next what my choice would be as be- 
tween an initiative and referendum pro- 
vision giving a legislative body power 
to repeal an act of the people, and one 
which granted no such power; next 
what my choice would be as between 
giving a committee of petitioners power 
to withdraw a petition and a provision 
granting no such power.” _ 

King states that he has not had time 
to make a thorough study of the whole 
cnarter, byt says: ‘Since it grants you 
the power of municipal ownership, elim- 
inates useless red tape and has a work- 
able method of amending, I believe it 
should be adopted in preference to your 
present antiquated system. 

“With changing conditions, it is quite 
often desirablc to change or amend 
enactments whether adopted by legisla- 
tive bodies or direct vote. It is ridicu- 
lous to lumber up the ballot and wait 
for months to secure minor changes 
which might be made by legislative ac- 
tion. Therefore, there is nothing to be 
lost if power of amendment or even 
repeal is given the legislative body, pro- 
vided you have an easy method of ref- 
erendum to check any vital betrayals of 
the people, and provided a sufficient 
length of time is given to permit the 
new law to get into action. In this 
case, your petition is 3 per cent, and 
the time limit a year, so I think you 
are safe. 

“They Are Minor Points.” 

‘1 think you are overexercised over 
the power given the committee of pe- 
titioners. If you cannot select a com- 
mittee of your own men, four out of 
five of which will stand true, I should 
say that it indicated an inherent rot- 
tenness in the masses of the people, 
so great that we may as well abandon 
any idea of democratic or républican 
government and establish monarchy. 

“This provision like all other provis- 
ions has possibilities of good and evil 
with the chances all in favor of the 
good, and I would say frankly that I 
would like to see it tried out, and if 
you do not like it, you have the meth- 
od to change it in your own hands and 
that method is a comparatively easy 
one. 

“I think the percentages of petitions 
are remarkably low, and from my con- 
versations with Mr. Wilbur Jones and 
the members of the committee I met, I 
cannot bring myself to helieve they are 
trying to job you nor do I beljeve that 
the provisions they have inserted will 
job You. ‘ 

“The form in which your question 
are put to me implies we should either 
reject or accept the whole charter up- 
on the merits of these two points. I

“If the commission had refused to 
give you the initiative on amendments 
to the charter or had placed your"Re- | 
titions at twenty-five or thirty-five per 
cent or any other essentially fatal pro- 
visions, I should say at once that it 
was your duty to reject the charter, 
but they have not done this; you are in 
a better position than the people of 
most other cities in your popular gov- 
ernment provisions and I believe that 
if you conduct a campaign against the 
charter on these points, you are stand- 
ing in your own light and rejecting a 
great and positive good for a quibble. 
King found some fault with the re- 
call provision of the charter, but said 
that as it was easily amendable he 
would not think of rejecting it for that 
reason. 


Objections Swept Aside. 

After having swept aside every ob- 
jection that Webster made to the pro- 
posed charter, King said: 

“Let me add another thing; you and 
myself and other men of our kind who 
give ourselves to promoting reforms 
and we who so severely critisize the 
present order are called cranks, dream- 
ers and urfreasonable agitators by the 
other side. Neither you nor I shrink 
from this for a minute, but we can 
hinder our cause by no means more 
surely than by carrying our opposition 
and distrust to such extreme lengths 
that we may be truly called cranks. I 
am not hitting you; I am not indirectly 
and in a polite manner telling you you 
are a crank; I have to put the brakes 
on every day and apply this philosophy 
continuously. 

“I find myself suspicious of every man 
who comes down the pike and liable to 
begin looking for crooked streaks in 
him, rather than for the good about 
him. But the longer I stay in this work 
the longer I find that a vast deal of 
the opposition to uj is honest opposi- 
tion; they simply cannot get our point 
of view; their skulls are not shaped 
that way and so I think it high wis- 
dom when conservative men do get the 
progressive point of view and come 
along with us and agree to a part of 
our program we should give them credit, 
show them that we are good fellows; not 
vindictive critics. 

“And so I believe, were I a citizen 
of St. Louis, living under your anti- 
quated charter, I should jump into this 
fight, help get the new one, and then, 
later on, go in to impreve it as occa- 
sion presented the necessity, for remem- 
ber again, they have given you the tools 
with which to improve your charter.” 

Continues Charter Fight.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The fight on 
the repeal of the exemption clause of 
the Panama Canal tolls act will close 
today. This is conceded by Senator 
O’Gorman and others who oppose the 
passage of the measure. The opponents 
of the bill concede also that they have 
lost, and that the President has won. 

It looks today, after yesterday's long 
debate ,and much lobbying, as if the 
opponents of the repeal measure would 
not be able, in any Way, to change 
the Simmons-Norris compromise amend- 
ment, which declares that the passage of 
the repeal act shall not be construed as 
&@ waiver of any rights that the United 
States may have under the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. All other amendments will 
be defeated, Senator Simmons and Sen- 
ator Norris predict. The majority for 
the compromise amendment is expected 
to be about 12 or 15 and for the bill 
itself about 8 or 10. 

Senator Smith of Michigan, a member 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
made a bitter speech against the Wil- 
son administration. * He ‘said that the 
exemption clause of the Panama Canal 
act would not have been taken up had 
the policy of the President in dealing 
with Mexico not failed. He charged in. 
effect that President Wilson had agreed 
to surrender rights of this country in 
order to get the friendship of Great 
Britain as an ally in Mexico. 

Senator Lewis of Illinois made a sharp 
reply to Smith. He said that the Sen- 
ator from Michigan went too far in 
betraying confidences given by the Pres- 
ident to the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. 

Senators Burton, Gore, McCumber and 
James made strong speeches in behalf 
of the repeal bill.

We 
are the power behind the throne now 
and would lose, not gain, by a change 
I am opposed to bringing the question — 
with its attendant train of polities inte 
the federation.

“Suffrage remains an open questéh,* 
was the declaration of Mrs. Perey V. 
Pennybacker of Houston, Tex., prési- 
dent of the federation.

Original Ballots Produced First 

Time in State in Prosecution 
of Such a Case. 


The first successful attempt in Mis- 
sougi to produce original ballots in 
court as evidence in an election fraud 
prosecution resulted, Tuesday night, in 
the acquittal of Daniel Morrisey by 4 
jury after less than three hours’ de- 
liberation. 

Morrisey, who was a Democratic 
judge of election in precinct two of the 
Fifth Ward, in November, 1912, was ac- 
quitted of “feloniously and_ willfully 
making a fraudulent election return’ 
when he signed a report giving Repub- 
lican Congressman L. C. Dyer 199 votes 
and M. J. Gill, Democratic candidate 
five votes. The ballots were produced 
in court and countéd in the presence 
of the jurors, and ft was found that 106 
ballots for Dyer were in the box, and 
70 for Gill, besides a few imperfect bal- 
lots, rejected because of defects. Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harvey personally prose- 
cuted the case. 

“Homemade” Tally Sheet. ~, 

Morrisey testified he did not know 
what vote was given to Gill and Dyer 
in the Twelftr Congressional District 
contest on the official return state- 
ment he had signed with the other three 
election judges.* He said he had count- 
ed some of the Democratic ballots and 
announced to tabulators how many were 
in the plles of straight and scratched 
ballots he had arranged but that the 
total vote for Gill and Dyer was read 
to the clerks from a “homemade” tal- 
ly sheet prepared by someone else. 

He said he thought it was Walter 
Wright, the other Democratic election 
judge, who had prepared this ‘“‘home- 
made” tally sheet. Wright is the only 
one of four election officials in this 
precinct who has not been apprehended 
by the Sheriff following indictments 
voted a year ago by the grand jury. 

Wehrle'’s Testimony. 


Jacob Wehrle, now of Eureka, Mo., re- 
ferred to by attorneys for Morrisey ays 
the ‘“‘star witness’’ for the State, testi. 
fied that Morrisey was the official who 
separated the Democratic ballots into 
Straight and scratched ballots. Wehrle 
‘was a Republican clerk of election. He 
testified that, after arranging the Demo- 
cratic ballots in two piles, Morrisey said 
to the clerks who were tallying, ‘Give 
142 votes to ail the Democrats on thi: 
ticket down to Congressman. Give Gill 
five and Dyer 137.”’ 

Morrisey contradicted this on th2 
stand by declaring that he read from 
the “home-made” tally sh2et which hai 
been prepared by someone else. 

Circuit Judge Jones instructed the 
jurors at 6:15 p. m. and an hour after 
they had retired they were escorted to 
dinner. After dinner the jurors deliber- 
ated less than two hours and returned 
verdict shortly before 10°o'clock. 


Defense’s Contention. 


Thomas J. Rowe Jr. and Mortimer B 
Levy represented Morrisey. Levy, in the 
opening address for the defense, laid 
stress upon the charge in the indiciment 
that the defendant had ‘willfully and 
feloniously”"" made a fraudulent return. 
He pointed out that Joseph A. Wright 
secretary of the Election Board, hed tes- 
tified that. in almost every precinct 
where contests had been instituted, mis- 
takes and discrepxncies were discovered. 
Harvey closed ‘iis address by charging 
that Morrisey had admitted that h-» 
might have been the Judge who instruct- 
ed the talley clerks to give Gill 5 ani 
Dyer 137 of the Democratic votes afte” 
separating the ballots irto scratched an] 
unscratched piles. Harvey said Morrisey 
knew of a movement afoot among Dem- 
ocrats to knife Gill at the election, al- 
thought he denied, when questioned by 
Harvey, attending a meeting shortly be- 
fore the election at which such a move- 
ment was discussed. Harvey urged the 
jury not to temporize with the case anid 
not to find a verdict for the defendant 
because a possibility existed that he 
might have been mistaken about the 
Gill-Dyer vote. 

State Senator Michael Kinney, Demo- 
cratic leader in the Fifth Ward, who led 
the fight against Gill, after supporting 
him in the primary for the nomination. 
was a spectator at each session of the 
Morrisey trial, which lasted almost a 
week. Kinney waited until the jury an- 
nounced a verdict and was the first tp 
congratulate Morrisey.

The big Pure Milk Fund benefit by the 
Walter Craig Minstrels takes place at

Sweet singers, 
graceful dancers, bright comedians, are 
plentiful in their organization. 

The program arranged for tonight's en- 
tertainment is the most attractive they 
have ever offered—and it is well to re- 
member that they already have given 
several of the most pleasing and finan- 
cially successful benefit perforimances in 


fall the history of the Pure Milk Fund's 


10 years of existence. 

The children taking part in this eve- 
ning’s entertainment are Walter Craig,

These young folks range from 4 to 12 
years of age—Stage Manager Walter 
Craig, for instance, being 12, and his lit- 
tle sister Dorothy, a charming comedi- 
enne, only 4. 

The Mikado Theater should be crowd- 
ed to overflowing tonight. The merits 
of the performance by the Walter Craig 
Minstrels, together with the good cause 
for which the performance is given, 
amply warrant a “capacity’’ audience. 


Herbert E. Mortland, secretary and 
manager of the St. Louis Pure Milk 
Commission, announces that the contin- 
uance of the hot wave, which reached 
St. Louis last Thursday and has gained 
in intensity since then, has caused a 
piteous rush of tenement mothers to 
the commission’s seventeen pure milk 
stations, all seeking the wholesome mod- 
ified milk which alone can save their ba- 
bies from sickness and death in such a 
crisis. 

“It makes no difference how many of 
these mothers may come—we will pro- 
vide pure milk to all,’ says Secretary 
Mortland pluckily. ‘If necessary, in 
the case of outlying districts, we sha]l 
establish new pure milk stations in ad- 
dition to the seventeen already in full 
operation. No tenement mother will be 
turned away without pure milk for her 
baby. 

“Please impress on the minds of these 
tenement mothers that they must bring 
their babies with them to the feeding 
clinics held at the’ commission’s labor- 
atory, 1726 North Thirteenth street; Holy 
Cross House, 2500 North Tweffth street: 
Jewish Alliance, Ninth and Carr; Neigh- 
borhood Association, 817 North Nine- 
teenth street; Boyle Memorial Center, 
£16 North Eleventh street; Guardian An- 
gel Settlement. 1029 Marion; Kingdom 
House Mission, 1033 South Eighth street, 
and the St. Louis (hildren’s Hospital, 
400 South Jefferson avenue. 

“This should be done in order that 
the physicians in charge may diagnose 
each case and give individual prescrip- 
tions for the special modification of milk 
needed by each baby. 

“All mothers should communicate with 
me personally, so that I can give them 
exact instructions concerning the clin- 
ics and the pure milk stations for dis- 


tributing milk. I wish to keep in touch 
with every case coming within the scope 
of our work. The clinics are of the 
greatest benefit to the mothers and ba- 
bies. 

“At a recent clinic it was found that. 
in addition to its need of pure milk, a 
surgical operation was necessary in the 
case of a certain baby. This operation 
was successfully performed at the St. 
Louis Children’s Hospital, thanks to the 
kindly management of that institution, 
an¢ the baby is how doing well. This 
hospital holds a daily feeding clinic for 
mothers. 

“There are many pitiful cases. The 
other day a young mother appiled for 
pure milk for her baby. She had been 
deserted by her husband. She herself 
was working, earning $4.50 per week— 
and she had herself, her baby, a young- 
er brother and sister and her mother to 
support. Her baby at once was placed 
on our feeding list. 

“We shall meet all demands made 
upon us. But the money to support this 
work comes only from voluntary contri- 
butions. The Post-Dispatch Pure Milk 
and Free Ice Fund ts doing noble work 
in helping to raise this money.”

Johnny Coulon, After Feeble 
Resistance, Is Stopped in 
Third Round. 


LO6 ANGELES, Cal, June 10.—Johnny 
Coulon’s reign as bantamweight cham- 
pion ended last night. The once great 
little fighter slid into obscurity wit® 


hardly a protest. It was an inglorious 
finish to a brilliant career. No lord of 
the ring ever perished more miserably. 
Coulon surrendered his title to Johnsty 
Williams, the Baltimore “wolf boy, in 
less than nine minutes of fighting in 
the historic Vernon arena, taking the 
count of ten in the third round, after 
having gone to the mat from an ovér- 
hand right to the point of the chin. 
Coulon was not seriously hurt. Neither 
was he ,out in the essence of being 
knocked “cold.” The fallen champion 
was up immediately after the count of 
ten, and went to his corner without 45- 
sistance. He left the ring with 9000 men 
mute and stunned with astonishment— 
his courage under a cloud. 

Coulon, a little old man—aged before 
his time—knew that he was beaten, once 
he had felt the bear-like strength of the 
hardy little Baltimore lad. There never 
was an insfant after the first exchange 
that the issue was in doubt. From the 
opening gong, -he broke ground before 
the sturdy illiams, a Colossus ham- 
mered into a capsule. 

Near the end of the second round 
Coulon began to crumple before the 
rushes of the Baltimore boy. Just be- 
fore the finish of the round, Williams 
landed left and fight to the jaw, and 
then dropped the champion with a hard 
left swing to the wind. Coulon was 
badly hurt—more so than when he took

LAWYER SAYS RICH 


MAN SENT FOE 10 
PRISON BY PERIURY 


Swears Client Told Him He Had 
“Framed Up” Burglary Charge 
to Escape Exposure. 


VICTIM GOT 20 YEARS 


New Yorker Who Made Charge 
Later Killed Self When Ac- 
cused by Another Man. 


Bs Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureen of the Post-Dianatch. 


NEW YORK, June 10.—Albert B. Un- 
ger, an attorney, testified yesterday be- 
fore the Prison Board of Parole in be- 
half of Alfred Schwitofsky, who is serv- 
ing a 2-year term for burglary and fe- 
lonious assault alleged to have been 
committed at the home of Theodore B. 
Dale. Dale later killed himself when 
awaiting trial in special sessions on 
grave charges brought by a boy named 
John Young. 

Unger said his attention had been at- 


tracted to the Schwitofsky case by news- 
paper accounts and therefore he had 
volunteered his testimony to Samuel Un- 
termeyer and Mark Eisner, who have 
interested themselves in the prisoner’s 
behalf. Unger testified that Dale had 
retained him to fight Young’s charges. 
He. swore that Dale had then told of 
“sending a man away for 2 years on 
perjured testimony,’’ after Dale had be- 
come involved with that man as he had 
with Young. Dale mentioned no name, 
Unger said. 

Dr. Herman Nordeman said he had 
studied Dale with the thought of writ- 
ing a book about him. He swore Dale 
had told him he had “framed up” on 
Schwitofsky. He denied that Dale was 
insane, and described him as being 
“mentally responsible, but degenerate.’’ 

A young woman stenographer in the of- 
fice of Bernard Sandler, Dale’s attor- 
ney at one time, testified that she had 
heard Dale say he did not dare take the 
stand in a case pending against him 
because he feared his perjury in the 
Schwitofsky case would be brought out. 
An unsigned affidavit taken by this ste- 
nographer at the District Attorney’s of- 
fice three years ago was submitted to 
her and after some alteration had been 
made in it, she signed it. 

Warden Hanley of the Tombs testi- 
fied that on March 10, 198, when 
Schwitofsky was one of his prisoners, 
Detectives Kinsler and Duggan sought 
to have several persons whose flats 
had been robbed identify Schwitofsky. 
Only one woman made an identification, 
and then only after she had first picked 
out another man from the line. 

Under Delehanty’s / cross-examination 
Echwitofsky was questioned so sharply 
that Untermeyer once told the pris- 
oner “not to let himself be bullied.’’ 
Schwitofsky stuck doggedly to his story 
that the police had persecuted him. 

The hearing will be resumed June 17.

VAST WEALTH ARE 
FOUND UNRE CORDED 


Wealthy Recluse Who Dfed at 
Houston, Tex., Left No Re- 
cord of Holdings. 


HOUSTON, Tex., June 10.—Deeds to 
real estate worth hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, but not a line indicating that 


he disposed of his large holdings by will 
or that he had any relatives to inherit 


[his fortune, have been found by the 
temporary administrators of the estate 
of F. A. Ogden, who died here sud- 
denly several days ago. Several of the 
deeds have never been recorded, and 
were found in trunks or between leaves 
of books. ' 

Property in more than a dozen states 
were represented by these papers, in- 
cluding Indiana, Texas, Louisiana, Wis- 
consin, Missouri, Tennessee, Illinois, 
Minnesota, Arkansas, Washington, New 
Mexico, Arizona, South Dakota and Ore- 
gon. 

Ogden's effects also disclosed that he 
was both “philosopher and poet.” He 
was little known here and his great 
wealth was not suspected. He lived 
simply. His death was due to heart 
failure. 


CHICAGO, June 10.—Safety deposit 
records were searched here today in an 
endeavor to find missing deeds to prop- 


erty owned by Francis A. Ogden, the 


S-year-old recluse and multimillion- 
aire, whose death in Houston, Tex., was 
made known yesterday. Ogden was 
a nephew of William ‘B. Ogden, first 
Mayor ef Chicago. He laid the foun- 
dation of his wealth by leasing and buy- 
ing all the Chicago property he could 
get his hands on immediately after the 
great fire of 1871. He never married. 
Ogden was known to have held real 
estate of immense value in Chicago and 
rich lands in Wisconsin, Kansas, 
Georgia, Washington and several other 
states. He maintained quarters in «4 
hotel he owned in Madison, Wis. He al- 
lowed himself 9 cents for breakfast, 
cents for lunch and 15 cents for dinner. 
He shaved himself and paid $ a suit for 
his clothes. He took care of his own

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A WORK FOR ST. LOUIS WOMEN. 
“A Girl’s Despairing Cry,” published in the 
first column on this page Tuesday, makes it plain 
St. Louis lacks an- adequate agency to help and 
guard young working girls during unemployment. 
The girl is 16, clever and pretty. She worked in 
a store. She was laid off May 19, and has been 
idle since. The night she wrote her letter to 
the Post-Dispatch she had $1.25, with room rent 
due next Sunday and no means of paying it. The 
only choice she could see for her was between 
death and dishonor. 

“If this is published,” she wrote, “I hope a 
few will notice and do a little for the others 
who are left; and look beneath the prosperity 
of St. Louis to where ‘the little ones’ are dying; 
into little bedrooms where girls lie sobbing— 
alone, waiting in rooms where no luck ever en- 
ters; streets where men wait for the young and 
pretty ones, not te support them after they’re 
down but to leave with a sneer and carelessly 
thrown. coin. That’s the life I’ve been living and 
| now I’m going to try a little while, just a little, 
before I surrender.” 

- In this city, as in others, are agencies to redeem 
those who have fallen in this. grim, silent fight 
for life. Here, as elsewhere, the Y. W. C. A. and 
a few other societies, poorly financed, do the lit- 
tle they can to help such girls find work and 
eacape falling.

THE PRIVATE. RAILROAD ABUSE. 

In uncovering the scheme by which the Amer- 
ican Car and Foundry Co. and its subsidiaries 
compelled the timber land, owners of Dent, Craw- 
ford, Iron, Reynolds and Washington counties 
te sell the company timber at its price, the State 
Public Service Commission has done good service. 

The American Car and Foundry Co. had a 30- 
mile railroad acquired through the Sligo Furnace 
Co. Part of it was chartered as a common car- 
rier and ran over public highways. Part of it 
was on the property of the American Car and 
Foundry Co. and its subsidiaries. The connec- 
tion with the Frisco was a private line. The com- 
pany connections were used as an excuse for 
refusing to permit shipments on any other rail- 
road or to any market except the American Car 
and Foundry Co. Thus the road was used as a 
monopoly to compel the timber Owners to sel] 
their timber to the company at its price. 

The makeup of the road and the manner of its 
use fs a good example of the abuse of public 
franchises and corporate powers to oppress and 

lunder. A public charter was misused to main- 
tain a private monopoly in transportation. 

The commission properly has ordered the road 
opened to general traffic with equitable tariffs
